If not, let him, if he have money enough, 
buy 1 hem forthwith . if he have nol. let him 
subKiibe to the School of Arts, or to 
some cither library possessing a com- 
plete collection of Uicoh*s wurkt, and 
then he can at much ktaooat posaesa him- 
trlf of tfe tmwury of valuable observa- 
tions contained therein.

" Jt mny bt an rxparimaitf of profit, 
fur making of fat or grease, for many 
uaes , but then it must be of tuch flesh as 
is not edible, aa bona*, dogs, heart, foiea, 
badgers, &C." 

Such flesh aa it not edible, write* the 
philosopher. He plainly, never imagined 
such a situation as ours, in the ycari 
1 612, and IHi'i, when the flesh of sheep, 
although edible, wa. scarcely vendible 1 
a ad, therefore, as properly conrertibjc 
into fat, at any other kind or flesh. 
How many losses would have been 
avoided, if thia one passage had been ge- 
nerally known in the colony, a few yean 
back. Many thousands of diseased flocks 
were destroyed altogether, which, if they 
had been boiled 1 , would have yielded to 
their owner., something out of the 
Hit. What a preventive too, would it 
have been tu the tpreading of contagious 
diseaae. For now, (as a wosl 
intelligent old flock- master lately 
told ui,) tiuw, thai any number 
may be easily bulled down, wr rtto ferret 
risks than formerly. If a sheep dares lo 
rough, he is forthwith pulled oui from hit 
aitoiiiihctl friends, by one of hit hind legt, 
andatuneegoeslopor. Nny,ifheiaiiu- 

prudent enuught even lo eve. he is 

withdrawn from hit fraternity, and goes 
for some time in danger of his life. It is 
plain fruui this, lhat proprietor! knowing 
now. that in any shape, sound or diseased, 
drad or alive, a sheep is uf some value, 
ferl lest struptiluiis about werdlng thrir 
flocks. Thr instant a sheep Intra hit 
health, or declines into old age, his master 
comes inteusibly tu regard htm merely as 
so many pounda of lung sixes, walking 
about upon all fours. He is turned into 
tallow, caiked up, and un hit way to Eng- 
land, before hit last bleat it forgotten " by 
those he's left behind Mm."

Bacon. Bean we have few , lorn none ; but 
of dogt we have enough and to a pair The 
Corporation mutt paal a By-law working 
a double good | the abatement of a terinat 
nuisance, and the increase ot their fund*. 
We trust they will hare >t disputed on in 
Council, and take wise mean ret for pour- 
ing nil dogs who are without a local habi - 
latioD or a name, straightway into the 
City Treasury.

I f the Company have already been allowed 
to take mote than (if teen hundred terra of a 
iraet of two thnutxnd acre*, on th* linkt of 
the Coal meet, of which Idtd llaihuni'a In* 
itrucilnn. to Sir Thomas Brisbane, dated the 
)cifc of May, authoiised the grant 10 

them, then the Company will, on receiving the 
now proposed grsut of Bra hundred tciet. 
giro up whatever pan of the laat mentinned 
irart they may aimed* poaaei. heyond fjfteen 
hundred aerrt, to aa that thcii whole |kvmcs> 
aiofl, under the inatruutteHi or th. IBth M.y, 
112-5, and tilt lei the present in.trnctiont, 
ccittpled together, shall not exceed two thou- 
txnd acres in the aggregate. 

If they have received no part, or % part lest 
thin fllii en hundred icre*, of the inset of two 
thousand iicrra meuiioned In Die inetructioni 
or ISIh ally, lHio, you will grant to them, in 
addition to the five hundred scree, ao much 
land utliey may wish to have, not exceeding, 
with the five hundred acres, the aggregate of 
two thousand ; and in ihia leal case you will 
allow their icenu to .elect the Land which, in 
addition tu the five hundred acre*, is in to be 
granted to thta), in the a.me manner and 
aubject to Lhr aame restriction, as to frontage, 
which have b«eu already apniiied with reaped 
to the fire hundred acres. 

In the tiro hundred urea now proposed to 
tie grrnltd, il ia intended thot Ibe work, which 
luve hilheno hern carried on by ihe Govern- 
ment be included, should the Company wish 
it ; and thli not aa a mattt r ot favour to them, 
but Oil public ground ■ : for 1 am everee, upon 
print tp[e, to the carrying on of work* of thit 
description sa Government eoiicrmt. 

The .nistxqce requited by the Company, in 
njgird to convict labourer., mull neceaaatily 
depend upon the meant which the Colonial 
Government may have at ita disposal jot 
atfirdiog it ; but aa, in the prceent instance, 
the Govern mem will eeatu 10 raise the coal 
which may be required for the general pur. 
pote. of the oniony, every poaiibta f.tiliiy and 
encouragement fur thii object should be 
afforded u> thu Company, ao that no teatcily of 
thie arliole may take place, and that ibe quan- 
tity taiscd may be, a. far at depend, upon the 
waiatance of convict l.bour, .1 .11 tune*, if 
poaeihle, ideuju.il to the denuaod. 

By the original agreement, which it was 
proposed to enter into with the Company, and 
which would have been carried Into effect had 
th. legal difficultiea alluded 10 in ihe early 
part of thit ileepatch not occurred, the Com- 
pany were to receive a lease of the coal mines 
al newcaitle. in New South Weir*, for the 
term of thirty- one yean, on payment of a 
portion of ilia produce, not Iota than . twen- 
tieth, not more than a ttftoenili, al the option 
of the fioverniucht.

M1TTKK ON iMUIfiKATION. 
Tub Select (.'omtuilt™ of the Legtilal ivt 
Council, gppuinitd on (hrt 22nd An- 
guit, 1 Mi5, "to enquire into, and rejxirt 
ilfxitl,tht brat rflc*trtof pmmoEing Im- 
luir ^ rlliun, , ' have agreed W the f.il- 
liiivitig lie-port, 

l*Vw addiliuusl teuonx can be urged in 
lupporl of the tinessity of Iminigraliuu, 
that In' not lieen already aJduccd in 
lhr Report* uf the several CuinmilttY. of 
1835, 1037, mu, 1HVJ, 184Q, 1811, and 
1844. Yuur CoinioiUrM have Inert fort 
hut deemed il necessary, with the view of 
framing their Report on Ihe subject or 
Immigration, to eianiine any cuntiderablt 
number of witnesses. The highly im- 
jiortanl atrd coacluaive textimony furuiahetl 
by thutr 11 hum they summoned, (ugrlher 
with the valuable documentary evidence 
supplied by the quarterly ret 11 rot from 
ihe Fienchea of Magixlratcn, and Corpmia- 
tioiitn ihrunghoui ihe colonv, and fur- 
ncrtledto Ur.Merewelher,the Iinmigration 
agent, ligve rendered your Cuinmillee 
anxious to prewnt [heir report to your 
honumble House with the Jeaai putuible 
delay. 

The unanimous rondiuiun at whieb 
your Committee bave arrived, 11, that Iherr 

11 already a icarcily of labour throughoiit 
the colony, and thai Ihe delictrucy now 
felt ia dally being experienced to a still 
greater and more seriou* extent. 

It muil be unnccrsaary fut your Cuni- 
iniueeto dwell upun ihe fitit universally 
frit and recognLsed, that a command uf 
Uboiir is indispensable to colonial pros- 
perity. The resources of a new country 
can only lie developed by cnnitatit addi- 
tions tu ii. popuUiion. However great 
nu ll mtourees may be, their value and 
in irwrtan.ee bear a direct relation to the 
means employed in rendering them avail- 
able. The gradual and natural increase 
nf population, ariting from ticeis in the 
number uf birth, over thai of deaths, 
vtuuld present a Kale uf augmentation far 
loo iluw 10 meet the demand* of the co- 
lony. Fur ages Lo cuiuc it may safely be 
predicted , that the object, of Ji 11 matt in- 
duitry and enterprise, and the means of 
human support, will, in this colony at all 
eeeiils, far exceed any possible accuumla- 
aiou either of labour or population, that it 
may posse is. 

Assuming thii proposition to tie tin- 
ejuestiotted, yuur Committee do noL mean 
tu allege, but thai a due regard ought to 
be observed, between the peculiar descrip- 
tion uf labour imported, ami the special 
it- source! of the colony upon which that 
Ubour is brought to bear. A want or the 
due observance of tbe relali™ here noticed, 
has been productive of tome inconve- 
nience; a considerable number of me- 
chanics introduced into the colony under 
Ihe bounty syslem, failed to find erapluy. 
mem during ihe yeari j (143 and 1844 . a 
result partly arising from the general de- 
| preuioi) uf Ihe colony, but also Qnquei> 
j iiunably attributable to a great extent, lo 
' this class of persons having been intro- 
duced in by far too gtetit apruporliou to 
the wants of the country. The chief 
resouiceiof the culony are of a pastoral 
and agricultural kind, and the demand fur 
labour in connexion wilh these, ii con- 
stant and progrexiive, einpluyroenl for 
mechanic, and artisan, on the other baud, 
ia ueceisawily limited tu it great extent lu 
town*, and is dependant upun vicissitudes 
in proltta and altera! tuna in the general 
prosperity of tbe colony, creating a mono- 
poly or such labour at one period, and a 
superabundance of it at another. 

Ai Ihe Labour of this description of 
person!, is not connected wilh the interests 
upon which the frrowth and prosperity of 
the colony mainly drpeud, your Com- 
mittee are or opinion, that for the preient 
al leaal. it will not br desirable 10 encou- 
rage the introduction of any additional 
number of persons of the class herereferrrd 
tu, at the public expriise. 

The primary object of all our colonial 
entcrptiae is sheep farming. Seven-eighth* 
uf our exportable produce consist or wool, 
and whatever anecti the cost of il* pro- 
dm nun must have the moat direct and in- 
timate relation tu the intereatt of the co- 
tony, a* well as to those of Great Britain, 
A reduction in the price realized by Ihia 
commodity or .in inciuaed expenditure in 
the coat or ita production (whether ariting 
from exorbitant wagea or any other 
cause.) must ilrikt at the root of our 
general prosperity, as destroying ourex- 
port a huge the r, or as rendering the coat 
uf it* production runal to, or exceeding 
tbe prices realised fur it, in (ha Kuruptan 
market. 

It is with much aatiely, that youi 
CouimiLiee have learnt that there ia a con- 
siderable augmentation in the rale uf 
waget uf pastoral and agricultural labour, 
over what has prevailed for the laat twu 
years. In some districts " the cmpi have 
been abandoned from not having labour," 
" al Iho ugh twelve, and thirteen ah tilings 
an acre were uffered fur reaping, wilh a 
eupply of foud," That in ihe Port Phillip 
district, 10 urgent n likely tu be Lhe want 
of ihepherds, lh»t if tht supply be not 
speedily sent, it is tu be calculated upon, 
" that wages will soon be as high as £10 
a year." In Lhe district of ifuietun Bay, 
• tunsiderahje advance m wage, is expe- 
rienced, and it 11 stated bat there it 



tctrcely 1 tingle station in the diitrict 
which il not from three to four men short 
handed." In "Australia Pelix" wagei 
•tre stud to be rapidly increasing , "that 
shepherds cannot be obtained under *?24 
• year." That the wont apprehensions 
are felt at to the event of a rreih supply 
of labour not being procured, and that iT 
wages becume higher, the flockmaeter will 
br com pel ted to resort to the boiling down 
of his stock. " During the hut three 
months the wages of ihepherdj and farm 
lauuutera hit* incretxsed fifteen per cent." 

The annual increase in Ihe lit «■ lis of the 
coluny requires a proportionate periodical 
addition 10 the number of ihepherds. The 
present advanced rate or wages for pos- 
toral labour, and the prospect of a demand 
for additional labourers, consequent opon 
Ihe approaching lambing aeaaon, have in- 
duced many of the flockmaiteri lo con- 
aider the expediency of introducing a 
number uf the expiree ronvicti, and of 
lliuae holding conditittonal pardana for 
Lhe Australian Colonies, from Van T>te- 
men's Land, Many petaona have been 
induced, your Committee believe, to ac- 
quiesce in ihia alternative, from the abso- 
lute and overwhelming necessity they 
fell of procuring a nufflcient supply of 
labour, without being at all unconscious 
uf the suciel as well as the political ob- 
jections Lhat exist against atich an im- 
portation, objections which your Com- 
mittee hrtitale not lu admit, they them- 
selves fully recognise. It is unnecestary 
to remind your honorable House, that the 
roTony hot already incurred an enormout 
outlay in the maintenance of a iviletn vt 
police and gaols forthe inppoit and coer- 
cion of Britiih crimina.lt. The fact of 
luch an uutLay having been incurred ha* 
formed Ihe ground of* claim, made by 
your honorable House on the British Qo- 
t eminent, fur lhe stun of SttSfi&i 10s. 
Sd. This claim is now under under th* 
consider*! ion of Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment, and your Committee would rain 
hope lhat the reasonableness and justice 
uf the demand lhat hat been made may be 
recognixed, gad tn adjustment effected 
in the tnode proposed in the resolnttona 
of the Council above referred to. In the 
meantime the coluny continues to suffer 
from the enormous annual charge at- 
tendant upon the support of police 
and gauti, and itt claims on the British 
(juv eminent to share the burden thus cast 
upon it acquire additional force each suc- 
ceeding year. Il would therefore appear 
lhat any propotal fur inmasing numeri- 
cal ty that part of the population, whose 
eiittencein the colony hat been, and con- 
tinues still 10 be, ihe cause of ihe enar- 
maui charge created in the judicial and 
Police Establishments, il une of question- 
able expediency on politic*] gioimds, 
more particularly whilst Lhe decision of 
the Home Oovrrnment on the claims pre- 
ferred against it is ait ill pending. Nrtlhet 
ill a tucial point of view can your Com- 
mit lee hesitate to enprets their repugnance 
tu any considerable influx of male expiree 
convicts from Ibe neighbouring colony. 
The previous career of these men, and lhe 
tj stein of probation adopted in Van Die- 
men's Lao*, form jutt ground* against 
their being en grafted on our population 
in any considerable number*. An ob- 
jection not to overlooked as affecting lhe 
permanent welfare uf the community iato 
be noticed in the fact, that addition* thus 
made to lhe population are of men only, 
and mutt lend lo increase that dixp*riiy 
between the sexes already exhibited in the 
ccneua of the population. It it uanecea- 
ttty to dwell upon the ohviout disadvan- 
tages arising from this preponderance, or 
I hi social tod moral evils that mutt aecet- 
aarily flow from it. Th* introduction of 
an exclusively male population can be td- 
tenlcd with no permanent increase; in 
the population of the country, and can 
only be juttitied as * temporary expedient 
and one calculated to meet a, great and 
pressing exigency. 

The demand fur agricultural and pas- 
toral Ubour is, notwithstanding what is 
here alleged, to urgent and irresiitible 
that in the absence of nay system of Im- 
migration l:, mi the mother country, your 
Committee see no alternative left to the 
Ruck master but that of availing himself 
of it within the next twelve months tu a 
considerable extent. The introduction of 
Coolies from India, hat indeed been 
looked lu as a source from whence the 
want of labour roty be met in the ab- 
sence of all other mean! for ita supply. 

The number uf sheep and horned cattle 
nuw itepaiturtd throughout the colony 
(including Pint Phillip and Moreton Bay) 
amounts to six milliona of Lhe former, 
and one million two hundred thousand of 
the latter. The increase uf thit stock for 
the preient year will, it may be lately 
calculated, be not leaa than one million 
four hundred thousand Iambi, and two 
hundred and fifiy thousand horned cattle. 
Pur Lakiug charge of, and lending this 
incrtated number of flock, and herds, not 
lest than four iho o sand men will be re- 
quired. Assuming art equal proportion 
in the aexe« or (lie Immigrant* henceforth 
tu be intriidoced, and miking allowance 
for a due ptu portion of children, a de- 
mand anil employment for not less than 
t write Laiuitaand live hundred persons is 
thua crealed during the course of the en- 
.uing year. The demand for labour for 
thii specirg of rural employment is uni- 
form and progressive each succeeding 
year, and must coatinn* to he so, 10 lung 
as pastoral pursuits ore found to be a 
source of profitable investment, ot until 
the period {one probably exceedingly re- 
mote) when the whole of tbe grazing land 
of the Australian tetriloriet thai) have 
become occupied- 

Tbe demand for labour in the employ- 
men is here referred lu is most urgent, and 
lhe deprivkliun uf it can only be met by tht 
destruction of the nock* and herds of the 
colony , an alternative not lest disastrous 
to Ihe colonist obliged lo have recourse to 
this sacrifice, than injurious to Britiih 
commerce. When, owing to the high rale 
of wage*, a flockmaetrr ia driven to the 
necttsity of converting into tallow, fdi- 
which he probably realise! nut mute ihan 
five shillings, a sheep, whose annual fleece 
ought tu fumiih him with a net revenue 
uf twu shillings or two shillings and six- 
pence, lie adupta a itep, the cooaequcacei 
of which are Ihe extinction of his oora 
capital, and a diminution of tha export- 
able product or the colony, one, the sup- 
ply uf which is intimately connected with 
the I ,,:<■.■--"> ur the British manufacturer. 

The demand fur pastoral labour it cer- 
tain, uniform, and progressive. The 



nam her of immigrant* iboyt -mentioned, 
prepared to settle 10 the interior, and to 
accept of engagements connected with the 
(ending of sheep and cattle, would find 
immediate employment, at rotes of wagei 
from twelve pound* to eighteen pounds a 
year. The amaller rat* uf wages accom- 
panied by * larger supply of ration than 
tbe higher rale. 

It may be urged, that the rate of wage* 
held out to thepherdi and farm servants is 
too low tu operate a* an inducement to 
this class of persons to emigrate tu so dis- 
tant a colony at New Kouth Wale a. In 
reply to inch tn objection the Committee 
would remark, thai the amount uf money 
wagea rtcrj table hy a farm labourer or 
ihepherd, form, no absolute criterion of 
the real improvement effected in his cir- 
ctimitaacei by bis emigration In 1 tier. 
Assuming as an average medium rate of 
wages, fifteen pounds a year for a shep- 
herd ifiingle mac, hii weekly ration may 
be calculated** followi ■—

So that the rale of wages actually ac- 
quired by a family of (he number and de- 
scription here referred to, could not be 
xafcly calculated at lexa than seventy 
pounds a year. It must be also borne 14 
mind, that Lhe possession of a hut with a 
portion ur land in which veeelrblea may 
be grown, free of any rent charge, fotnn 
no unimportant item in the social con- 
dition and domestic resource! of the 
country labourer. Thus in addition loan 
ample ration of meat, flout, tea, and sugar, 
the farm labourer possesses a cottage rent 
free, the product nf * nnall unrden, if wil- 
ling lo employ himself in its cultivation, 
and for which ample time is afforded him, 
and where accompanied by a family, in 
most cases, Willi a gratuitous supply of 
milk- 
It ii ufineeetiary to dwell upon the 
genial character of the climate of the Aus- 
tralasian colonic!, in comparing the con- 
dition uf the rural labourer in New South 
Wales and Britain. The facta recently 
disclosed relative to the state of the poor 
in Kngland, by the Kighl Honorable the 
■Secretary of State for the Home Depart- 
ment, and Ihe Keporta of lhe various Par- 
liamentary Commtiteet on the atate of the 
minnfociurlng and ogricultutal popula- 
tion of the United Kingdom, exhibit tit 
amount of tocial destitution and want, 
■trjkingty contrasted by the superabun- 
dant supply of all the neceaaorie* of lift 
lu all classes in this community. 

It is not merely (aw tint class of la- 
bourers only that the colony hold, out 
advantages to such as are disJKised to emi- 
grate to it. Your Committee are satisfied 
that a great and all but boundlet* field 
exist! for the settlement of a description 
urmen intermediate between the labourer 
and the flock- matter, and who, when 
onte established on the soil, would con - 
ttitute a clut of yeomanry and small 
farmers, Your Committee would indeed 
consider the leooqrcei of prospects of the 
coluny at limited lo an extent much tu 
be regretted, if confined only to the ad- 
vantageous settlement uf but two classes, 
m., the Urge proprietor and the labourer, 
They are, huwever, satisfied that nn Bri ■■ 
lien colony possessea superior, ur probably 
equal, adv*nl*ges to ihuae presented by 
New Kunth Wales tu that description of 
■mall capitalists who emigrate in such 
numbers to North America, and who, in 
vesting the greater portion of their meant 
in the acquisition of a piece or land, rely 
upon bringing it into cultivation chiefly 
through the labour of their own hands 
and that of their fantillei. 

Km (grants arriving in the colony, 
bringing with them a .hiall capital, and 
habil* of induetry, would constitute a 
social grade in colonial society, of which 
it ii at the present moment la • great ex- 
lent deficient. A boundless extent of 
land available for culture exiata in various 
division! of the colony. ; ' Audrain* 
Felix " generally, may be aaid to be emi- 
nently adapted fur the settlement of an 
agricultural popolation ; the evidence on 
this point it to ample and conclusive, and 
is furnished by such * multitude, of wit- 
nesses, lhat il would be quite superero- 
gatory to dwell opon ll in thi* Report , 
ii may however be remarked, at a peculiar 
feature ia the Australian Lends., that tracts 
best adapted for the plough ore natvrally 
clear of timber and brushwood. 

It ia Hated by an intelligent witness, 
Mr. Malcolm, that " he believes any given 
area in the Port Phillip District it ca- 
pable of supporting as large an average 
population as any part uf Kngland or 
tkutland ;" thai " he believe! that these ia 
no port of the world where tmtll former*, 
arriving with their families and with a 
.mall capital, could do brtter than in Pott 
Phillip." that " h* ii himself agent for 
several gentlemen who have land* in that 
district let out in until! farms . that many 
of the shepherds tiler Ihey have been a 
few years in service, have saved perhap* 
une or two hundred pound* and 
turned farmers on their own account.'' 
that "all tht u.ads aroond M«l- 
bourn* and Qeelong were as rich at any 
lands he had teen , thai 1 district extend- 
ing from Lake Citlah about twu hand red 
miles to the westward, was capable or 
supporting (he 



Mr, Walker, whose long eiperience and 
rtbended observation in all matters re- 
lating (0 the colony giv. to hu evidewcs* 
tht highest value, confirm! the testimony 
of Hi. Malcolm, at to lite great capa- 
bilities of (he colony fur all agricultural 
purposes. Mr. Walker obeerie* " I could 
nut think of finishing my enumeration of 
agricultural tracts, without nn Ming 
Australia Velix, in which diatiicl there it 
an immense exlent uf country suitable lor 
agricultural purposes, and for lha mainte- 
nance of a dense population, and which 
has been to well described by .Sir Thomot 
Mitchell, the Surveyor- dene ra I ur the 
colony, as ' a region uinre extensive than 
Great Britain, equally rich in puint ul "soil, 
which now He* ready for the plough in 
many part*, at if j-peeially prepared by the 
Creator tor the industrious hands of Eng- 
lishmen.' " There is besidet the whole *rf 
Qlppt Land of a itmilor character 

In reply tu the arguments adduced tor 
the settlement of a snail class of agricul- 
tural farm*™, your Com In liter are pre- 
pared lo find it alleged aa an obstacle 
againal the adoptiun u r such a system, 
that the small former has nu market for 
hit product when raited , that the eon- 
tumption uf wheat in the colony u small, 
and is lo a great extent met by the growth 
on the grazing statiuu* in the interior, 
whilst the market of Britain it closed lo 
us by the imposition of a high duty, In 
reply to the»e objection., your Committee 
would observe : — 

Firstly. — That were ■ elas* of agrieal- 
lurisls established generally in liu colony, 
a HhedLvialon uf labour Would to a great 
extent be created | that the iheep- farmer 
would limit hit pursuit* tu graxing, and 
would abtairun tillage if once he could 
depend upon an adequ'te supply of grain 
fur lhe use uf his r.tabliihnient. 

Secindl y.— As lu the want uf an Kuro- 
pean market fur Australian corn, the e<- 
c I usion thai now exists, your Committee 
tariuol but believe, mual suon cease , the 
ctainvi of thii culony to be placed'un an 
eqn*l footing wilh Canada, are- obvious 
and irreiiitible, and it en only need a 
repeliiion of the demand! tlre.nly mail* 
upon the juotiee of the Britiih I^giala- 
turr, to secure to ui • participaiiou of the 
rights pulse seed by uur fellow- subject a the 
colonist* of British Jturlh America. 

Thirdly, — Whilst yuur Cuiuinittee be- 
Jiete thai Lhe introduction uf a class of 
small fanners would necessarily be at- 
tended with the format iuu of a home 
market, and wuiild express their unhesi- 
tating belief that lhe market of Kngland 
must, before lung, be likewise open tu 
them, Ihey would observe that the raiting 
of wheal tvuuld, by 110 mcani, conilitutt 
the sole object uf industry with (fie small 
agriculturist. The Australian climate 
and toil art peculiarly adapted foi the 
growth of all Mediterranean productions ; 
in lhe southern divisiuns,for the vine, the 
olive, the mulberry, and the tubacra 
plant ; in the northern, for the cullon- 
teee, the sugar canr, the coffee and indigo 
plant*, rice, and all the indigenous pro- 
duction, of tropical and eeini-lropiro! 
climates. Numerous and iaexliauslibie 
sources of wealth and _ 
in abeyance, and wltully un 
want of labour and capital ; these, if 
brought lo bear ia due proportion, ouuld 
not fail ta elicit results alt lie prusiuctlva 
of prosperity tu the individual colonitt, 
the social advantage of lhe colony al 
large, and; the iatertoU of British com- 
merce generally. 

Hume of tht branches of industry above 
referred to, have already engaged the at- 
tention of the eolonitit, and the must 
conspicuotu artvongst them Is the culture 
uf the vine. During Ihe year 1(149, five 
hundred and lixty-aix acrei of land were 
ia cultivation at vineyards, (riefV Stall 1- 
Lical Aeturnt laid before the Council for 
1845, > yielding fifty .thatiaatid lix hun- 
dred and tixly-six catlom of wine, and 
one thousand and eighteen gallon, of 
brandy. 

Wilh the view of enitnuriiging the 
growth of lhe vine, a wi*h ha. been very 
generally expressed, thai th* iinirdgTatiun 
of a limited number of vine-gruweti from 
the South uf France and Germany , into 
tbe colony, ihituld be encun raged. The 
knowledge necessary for the successful 
cultivation of lhe grape, and the manu- 
facture of wine, is only Lo be found 
amongst the inbtbitanli uf the wine- 
growing part* uf Europe , and as the od- 
voutages that would accrue to the colony, 
by the introduction of luch a ctut at 
persons, would be of the iuo|t serviceable 
kind, the CumrrtilLcw cunceivej that 'equal 
faciliLiet ahould he afforded lit Lhcin at to 
British Immigrants, either in affWding 
them a free passage under a bounty sys- 
tem, or in lite gloating a remission, in tha 
purchase money on land, as an equi- 
valent for the outlay incurred in their 
paaange. 

In entering upun the consideration of 
the means by which • system at Cinigra- 
liuu may be re-established to the culony, 
of a character and lo an extent adequate 
to it* want*, yuur Committee feel im- 
preseed wilh all the difficulties thai sur- 
louiid such a question. The evidence 
appended tu this Keport (which may in- 
deed he regarded as the expression uf what 
is universally felt throughout ih* colony >, 
cos leave nu room to doubt that the sue- 
Cesaful conduct or all Colonial enterprise, 
is nil: mutely blended with, and dejiendrnl 
upon a due tupply of labour, Un the 
uthtl hand, the determination uf the 
sources from whence the fund ought to be 
derived for supporting Emigration, 11 a 
point uf great difficulty, and hoi given 
rise to many conflicting opinions. Pur 
alihough a untaimuut. conviction etiiit 
A fli* 1 n il ,j«-(imb!r ttneesM.y uf establish- 
ing Immigration upon in enlarged and 
cutupridjeaaive acak, considerable dlvrrtitj 
of opinion prevail, as to the woefe and 
meant by which this i* tu be carried out. 

Whilst England imuesart * population, 
whose iocrcoimg redundancy it felt ever) 
year to bt aa additional burden, It won It! 
appear to be only accordant with the prvtt 
ciples of justice,!* well a* of sound pnllcy 
on bet part, to ctmlfibule tawordi lite 
expense incurred in the remuval of that 
portion of her larplus pipulatiun, which, 
by ita transfer to this twlony, instead of 
being a butdeo, becomes a tourci of profit 
to the parent HloU. That such aa ar- 
gument 11 borne out hy the actual fad, it 
unquestionable. The British Unlgrxet 
on hit settlement nf Au«raU» frftomti 
larger consumer of British 'q 
goods than the inhabitant o 
Uiitith cobny, or any foreign evjuitxvu

« Nat* of social misery, and all the evil* 
attendant upon a wide ant-end and in- 
creasing pauperism, an tKehaaged for 
nwe in which industry and bo neat enter - 
pru* can never fail of meeting with their 
dne reward, in an all bat unlimited coui- 
■und of tbt iieeettarie* of life, logelhcr 
With raany of it* In nine*. The contrast 
pmented in the axial condition of the 



tuhteqiienllj to hi* 
■ to this colony, are atrikingly 
I ta the retulu prevented in the 
Appendix contributed by bin. Chiabolm, 
a lady whose enlightened and benevolent 
esettiou* in behalf of the ire migrant*, have 
been inch at to merit the acknowledg 
■tat and thank* of the whole colony. 

The dtreci advantage* accruing to the 
mother country from Emigration to New 
South Wile*, art to obviout and decided, 
(bat it may fairly be assumed that it ii a* 
much her lateral to promote and etieon- 
rage. a* n it the ialtnat of the colony to 
raw. the cause of Emigration. Your Com- 
mittee would, therefore, riprrt* an earnest 
boat that on a doe appreciation of the 
reciprocal character of the advantage* ac- 
ciuing from Emigration to the colony, 
aad to the parent stale. Her Majetty't 
Qoftntmeat may be induced to concur in 
*ome measure, by which B considerable 
portion of the eapfaae incurred id the 
transport of the emigrant to our ahore* 
may be def raved, either by the Govern - 
Btent or parish*! in England. They there - 
fore truti that Hi* Excellency the Gover- 
aor ma j be induced to Join your ho no ru- 
ble House in making inch representation* 
to Her Majesty's Minuter* ai stay lead 
to recognise the justice and 



from the licenat feet ; the 
from thi* aourte St the prevent moment it 
not let* than thirty thousand pound* 
annually, and by the terms of the Regu- 
lation* of hi* Excellency the Governor, 
of date 10th July, IMS, the Committee 
apprehend that the annual amount deri- 
vable in IhU way will shortly reach fifty 
thousand pound*. 

It ia, your Committee believe, the in- 
tention of the Eaeculive Government to 
apply any turplni in what ire termed the 
Crown revenue* lo the purpose* of fimi- 
grattaa, and the receipt of fund* from 
thi* source hii been already anticipated, 
in the lraue of debenture* by the Govern- 
ment ia payment for I be Immigrant* that 
arrived during the yean 1844 and IMS, 
aatonnting to one hundred thousand 
pound*. 

Foe the reason* art forth in the Report 
of the Select Committee on Immigration 
in 1 MS, your Committee deprecate the 
adoption of any plan, by which the co- 
lony ii compelled to make immediate 
payment from it* prettnt lesooree* for the 
coat of introducing immigrant*. Your 
Committee have ream to believe, that the 
tudden eiport uf upward* of a million 

arrived in the yean 1S3B, I US, is-ln 
I Ml, and I Mi, wa* one of the chief 
cause* of the gnat criait, and of the ex- 
traordinary depreciation in the value of all 
kind* of property that ensued, in the yean 
8 « and 18H. Howtver important or 
paramo tint an object the introduction of 
labour may U, and undoubtedly is, tlx 
retention of capital for the employ ment of 
that labour it equally essential to the well 
being of the colony ; il may abo be re- 
marked, that the advantage derived from 
the introduction of European immigrant*, 
ii not wholly immediate, but ta a great 
talent of a protptcti« character- Tu any 
well devised lyaucm, in which a due pro-

IMS, 
and in the Land (Triers nee Report of 
I Mt, and the opinion* of your honorable 
Council, distinctly pronounced on the 
same subject, in the resolution* of the 
whole Council of ihe 1 7th of September, 
twit. Tour Committee therefore consi- 
der that ii would be inexpedient on ihe 
prateat occasion, to reiterate argument* 
prerioosly adduced oa tint subject, the 
s'iJjdjly of wbich hjivs* bn*n kd"? iU4»dlT 
and solemnly ..need by the TOteTof 
your honorable House ,— they would 
■imply beg to confine themselves to the 
ripresrioc] of their belief that the ergit-

not one fourth of the 
introduced. A family coii*i*ting uf a 
huiba«d, • wife, and two children, arrive 
n the colony under the bounty tyitem, 
the labour of the husband ia alone appli- 
cable to the present necessities of the co- 
lony, and there mutt ueceamrily be a 
considerable postponement in the period 
when the *ervice« of the children can be 
applied to any useful purpuw. It may be 
urged thai the foregoing reason were a 
•litucietitly edrunate one, for distributing 
the payment incurred in the importation 
of Immigrants over a given number of 
yean, so that the ocnefit accruing to the 
colony from Ihe introduction of popu- 
lation, and the period when that popu- 
lation should be able lo contribute 
to iu industrial mean* should 
be coincident. Another and not lea* 
obvious reason exists, however, why 
capital should not be al oace exported 
from the colony ; the lowest current rate 
of interest here at the present moment, 
may he considered at upward* of til pet 
cent,, and to vary from that amount to 
ten per cent. The ordinary rate of inter' 
est in England it from three to live per 
cent, It i* unnecessary to observe that 
large amount* of capital are forwarded 
from Britain to the colony from Ihe 
higher rale of interest, by which capital- 
ist! art tempted to invest their money in 
colonial securities , your Committee 
would therefore regard it ,as alike incon- 
sistent with sound policy, andatcaku- 
i a return of the ram* 
y crisis front which the 
colony ia now emerging, were any large 
and tudden export of it* capital lo be 
made, consequent upon the re-extablixh- 
mcnl of emigration. 

A loan raised in England, at a mode- 
rate rate of interest, and redeemable by ■ 
•inking fund, would present a meant for 
averting til the evilt above referred to, 
whilst the most ample security would be 
afforded to the Brittah creditor. Half a 
million sterling, raised M four per cent, 
(Use rate at which the Canadian loan wa* 
neguciatedj, would, if properly expended 
in emigration purposes, introduce into 
the colony forty thousand person*. The 
annual charge for interest al the rale 
above referred to would amount to twenty 
thouaanfl pound*, and assuming an equal 
sum to b* raited for a sinking fund, the 
annual sum chargeable on the colony 
would be forty thousand pounds Thi* 
charge would only last until the period 
when the reduction of the debt would be 
runwuueisi opou. the accumulation of tbe 
aavingi effected by the linking fund, a 
period which, it i* calculated, would not 
extend beyond twenty yean , in othei 
words the colony would secure to itself 
the advantage* ariaing from the addition 
of forty thousand touts to lit present 
number of inhabitant*, by ihe payment 
foe twenty year* of an annual turn equal 
to one pound a head of Ihe number to in- 
troduced. Il would, bowettr, be no ex- 
tra vagant assumption to aay, that at the 
period of the expiration of the debt, the 
number of persons it had introduced, 
would, with their progeny, have amounted 
to twice that number. 

Your Committee would with lo antici- 
pate any objection that may be made that 
such an annual charge a* that above re- 
ferred to would be frit to be bunhensome 
on the colony. With a population of 
1734'? toalt, the amount of revenue 
rawed during the year 1944 vrai as fol- 
lows —

i of any revenue derived 
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by the ad vantage i (he colony iron Id de- 
rive in tbe increase uf pupulstinn, and in 
the augmented tupply of labour placed al 
iu diipoaal. 

The assumption by the executive of 
tbe entire control and application of that 
branch uf Hie revenue called the " Casual 
and Territorial," preclude* your honura ■ 
ble Council from making such appropria- 
tion of, and charge! on, Ihe revenue in 
question fur Rmigraliun purposes a* they 
might deem eipedlenl, were the whole 
| revenues of the coluny placed al the di*- 
po*a) uf the cin*titutiuua) representativrj 
of the people, subject to a Civil Lill aa 
prevail* in Canada. Whilst the Crown 
reserves to itself the exclusive right of 
raising impost* from Ihe occupant* of it* 
waste lands, and the entire appropriation 
of the money* accruing from thi* and 
other sources, your Committee feet that 
the question submitted to them ia a very 
delicate and embarrassing one. Their 
province it rather to stale as cleanly and 
as forcibly aa possible, for the information 
of her Majesty '« Government, the pre wing 
wants of the coluny, in regard lo Immi- 
gration, the advantages which would arise 
lo the immigrant*, and the relief which 
would be afforded to Ihe mother country 
by the removal of her redundant papulation 
from a stale uf want and distress to one of 
comparative comfort. 

Were tbe claims of the colonist* lo 
hsve the Casual and Territorial Revenue* 
placed at the disposal of the (lovernur and 
Lejr,itlauve Council conceded, the Council 
could theu adopt a course for carting out 
Immigration upon a scale cumnteniurate 
with the pressing demands uf the colony. 
Liotil these just claim* are conceded, the 
Committor can only rcrouiirm. J thai inch 
representation* may be made to the Home 
Government, as may cause a supply of 
labour to be afforded, and thus prevent 
tbe ruin of those important interest* upon 
which the welfare of the colony almost 
exclusively dependt. 

A loan of a million and a half sterling 
to Canada, hat been guaranteed by the 
British Govetument, and it may be nfety 
urged that, on (he ground* of their loyalty 
to the Crown, as well as from theit im- 
portance a* a section of the British Empire, 
the colunitt* of New South Wales, have as 
great a claim upon the consideration of 
Ihe Imperial Government, as have their 
fellow-salrject*, the North American 
colonist*, It cannot be. doubted, but that 
any loan raited for Australian purpose , 
and guaranteed in a similar mode to that 
adopted with regard (« the loan raited fur 
Canada, might be negotiated upon equally 
favourable terms. 

In the event of an Immigration fund 
being raited, il i* necessary that variout 
detail* at to the mode of ii* application 
thould be fixed. Tour Committee from a 
deiire to abbreviate their Report at much 
at possible, wilt confine themselves tu 
tome of the more important points con- 
nected with the conduct of any ay item of 
Emigration thai may be henceforth estab- 
lished. 

Kirn, — Am ta the number of Immi- 
grant* to be introduced within a given 
period, the lowest estimate made by any 
of the witnesses is twelve thousand Ave 
hundred annually. The periodical de- 
mand created by the annual increase of 
the flocks and herd* cannot be estimated 
at leu than four thousand men ; these, if 
accompanied by an equal number uf 
women, and in the case of married 
couplet, by a due proportion of children, 
would amount to about the number above 
specified. Your Committee feel no hesi- 
lation itr eipmting their belief that the 
number here referred lo would find ready 
employ roe nl at moderate rale* of wages ■ 
the tame ratio of Immigration might 
alto, they art persuaded, be con- 
tinued for a iieriud at not leu than 
three years, by which an importation 
of upward* of forty thousand person* 
would effected, and the whole turn appro- 
priated fnr which the loan ia proposed to 
be contracted. Thit calculation it founded 
upon the atsumption that the entire rout 
of Emigration it to h' charred on the co- 
lony. Il i* to be hoped, however, that 
some proportion of the outlay incurred 
will be met in the manner suggested 
above, eilbcr by parliament, or by paro- 
chial contributioni, to at to tectire a much 
Larger amount of Emigration than the Co- 
lony by it* own unaided resources may be 
able to effect. 

Your Committee are of opinion, thai 
whilst some of the regulation* nuw in 
force a* tu the description of pertont 
entitled to the Bounty under the Emigra- 
tion system, demand increased stringency, 
that other*, on the contrary, may admit of 
relaxation. In the eaten of families de- 
tiroa* of Emigrating, sod where the age 
of the parent* exceed* that prescribed in 
the regulationi, it may be desirable , for 
the take Of preserving the beneficial moral 
influences arising from the relationship 
above referred lo, be necessary or he ex- 
pedient to deviate from Ihe rule now laid 
[down excluding all beyond Ihe age of 
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being at the rate of abuul one pound 
thirteen shilling* and aiipence farthing 
per head on the whole population. This 
ia iadeprndtntly, il may be observed, of 
any proceed* from tbe tale of land* worth 
mentioning , and also irrespective uf Ihe 
tufmtntrd rate of charge* foe licenses to 
occupy the waste laodt of Ibt Cruwn, 
From the latter too re* as enormous 
amount of revenue must be derived, if the 
Regulations of bit George Uippt.of July 
I Ml, are fottad to be practicable, or art 
earned out. Under all tbe circumstances 
here adverted to, your Committee have 
nu hesitation in declaring their belief 
that a charge arson the colony of forty 
IhoBtaad pound* a- y ear for a limited pe- 
riod, wared for purpose* of Emigration, 
and faithfully and economically applied 
to thaw pur pum only, would, be fully met

The number uf mechanic* now in the 
colony are sufficiently numtrout for 
its wants ; the importation of emigrants 
ought, therefore, to consist exclusively of 
a population ready ta engage in rural oc- 
cupation t. 

Your Committee have reason to believe 
thai a c)aat of men who in Kngland are 
frequently subjected to great diftcultiet 
and hardship* from want of employment, 
" the band -loom weavers," won Id gladly 
emigrate, and would readily accept en- 
gagements on their arrival here at shep- 
herd*. 

Whatever number uf emigrant! may be 
henceforth introduced ought lo be de- 
rived in equal proportion* from the three 
kingdumt. Nor do your Committer 
consider ihe tytleni of allowing the se- 
lection io be made by the com rector*, one 
that ought lo lie perprt listed. On the 
contrary, they are of opinion that the 
duty of selecting emigrants ought to be 
one delegated to some responsible agent, 
who might be held antwerable for the due 
exercise oHjis power* to Ihe Government 

Secondly. — At lo the points of debark- 
ation. The system hitherto pursued of 
landing all emigrants at Sydney or Mel- 
bourne has been productive of much and 
serious inconvenience. The emigrant by 
being landed in Sydney is exposed to 
Ibt temptations of a large town, and 
accept* country employment with reltitl- 
The tenter residing at Portland 



Bay, or at More ton Bay, is alto subjected 
to great inconvenience and expense, in 
being compelled tu tend to Melbourne or 
Sydney for ihe hiring of hit servants. 
Your Committee therefore propose that 
one-third of the number conveyed to tbr 
colony thould lie landed at Port Phillip, 
another third at Sydney, and the remain 
ing third at Portland Bay, Twofold Bay, 
Jerrii Bay, Port Hacquirie. and Moretou 
Bay. Arrangement* might, they are 
satisfied, he caailv effected tor receiving 
the emigrants at the several localities lut 
named on their arrival. 

The unly remaining point connected 
with the revival nf a system of emigra- 
tion, to which your Committer will now 
advert, it that connected with remission 
in the purchase money of land granted lo 
emigrant! defraying the cost uf their own 
pastaget, or that of their servant* to the 
colony. 

The Committee on Immigralian in 
1843. recommended the adoption of tuch 
a system, and notwithstanding any argu- 
ments that may have been adduced in 
opposition to the views therein contained, 
your Cimmitte* nevertheless deaire to 
erprew theit entire concurrence in the 
argument! cunts iued in the Report above 
alluded to The proposal of granting inch 
a remission, i* in perfect accordance with 
the declared viewa of individuals whose 
competency to offer an opinion on the 
subject, ii beyond all question. The *im 
pie fact, declared ihruughoul the United 
Kingdom, that any farmer ur intending 
aeltler ihuuld, im mediately on his 
arrival, Ur entitled bp receive laud, (or 
a remission in the purchase of land) , in 
proportion to the number uf perwina in- 
troduced by him into ihe coluny, would 
operate at t plain and strung inducement 
lo the yeomanry and middle clause i of 
haieland <u settle aiitongat ut, bringing 
with tbem, at they undoubtedly would.

tubaietence, the converse of that proposi- 
tion may be held, lo a certain degree, a* 
justly applicable lo this colony. 

Your Cummittee believe that it it only 
lire Pilar y that the rejourns of the colony , 
and the extent to which Ihey may be 
made available aa an outlet for the surplus 
population of the United Kingdom, 
should lie accurately shown, to ensure 
such a degree of co-operation on the part 
uf I ler Majesty 'i Minister!, as may lead 
to the etlabtishment of a regular and 
uniform aystem uf emigratiun. 

Such a ay it em, if cou dueled upon an 
enlarged and com preventive batit, from 
funds derived from Imperial at well a* 
Cotoniat source*, coutd not fail tu be at- 
tended with remit! of the highest impor - 
tance, whether at virwed in connexion 
with the prosperity of the colony, the *u- 
cul amelioration of the British labourer, 
or the advancement of British commerce 
and manufacture*.

A dining lushed modern writer (Laing, 
Atiffi prize essay, pt. .'t, c. rl) suggests, as 
an equ liable arrangement, thai one-third 
uf emigration expenses be defrayed by 
Government, une-lhird by the colony, and 
our-tltird by the landlord ; the state au- 
thor rnnreives that rmigrattun operate* 
most usefully and successfully with con- 
siderable bodie* of people, accomjiatiied

Letter from Ihe Rev. Christopher Ripper, 
Presbyterian Minister of Braid wood, 
to the Cltairitiun of the Immigration 
Committer, lath .September, 1B-15. 
Sir,— Civdejauuiding that a Committee 
uf the Honorable the Leg illative Council 
has been appointed (n take inio consider- 
ation the important subject of Immigra- 
tion, and having been apprised by one of 
it* incnil.ru. that It would not be unwil- 
ling to receive suggestions fn,nr persons 
possessed of local or oilier information on 
the *ubject to come before it, I beg leave 
lo tubmil to you the following observa- 
tion!, on the eligibility of the district of 
Moreton Bay, for ihe settlement of nu- 
merout families and individuals of tlie 
humbler and middle i lasses uf the soil 
cultivating population of the fotitti of 
Germany, who, I am salitfitd, could be 
induced by a very little encouragement, 
to emigrate initially or entirely at their 
own charges, and tettle permanently 
either in that dittiict or in other rtarts of 
the colony. 1 am a native of Wirtem- 
burg in the south of Germany, myself, 
and h*v«,beiidfi, tome acquaintance with 
the inhabitants of the Grand Duchy uf 
Baden, .Switzerland, and Altai is. In the 
district of Moreton Ray 1 have resided at 
a Missionary to the Ahfiriginei, from the 
month of April, 18.18, till October, 1843. 
when thr Minion was broken up. 

The climate of Morrtun Bay I have 
found peculiarly salubrious, anil mure 
equable lhan that of the colony generally j 
Ihe tevere drought of 1831), for instance, 
not having been fell in that district. It* 
soil, frum ils Variety of lighlnrat nu 
ridges, witha subslrauim of day, and of 
richness on flais of block luam, produce!, in 
great abundance and per fret lon.iweel po- 
tatoes, maiie, wheal, pine apples, peaches, 
bananas . ( i la n I a i ni , m u 1 be met, s ugar - can e , 
pumpkins, melon* of every sivrt.arrow- 
roul, yams, limes, lemon*, citrons, urtnges, 
nectarines, coffee, tobacco, millet, every 
sort of vegetables . arid frum il* proximity 
tu ihe tropics, it would douhtlets be found 
capable uf producing most of the plants 
growing in tropical parts. 

The ohaervatton of it* capabilities hat 
frequently led me to reflect, how well il 
would answer Ihe various hranchri of 
culture, peculiar lo the South of Get 
many— tuch aa the vine, tobacco, ttax and 
hemp, uiiliel, rape, and puppiei for oil 
kr*pp,and nlher weeds for dying, thistles 
for ending cloths, Sc. And as many uf 
these productions, and chiefly the vine 
and tobacco, are uol raised in the Itritish 
Tiles, immigrants from Great Britain and 
Ireland are less likely lo tuiu such a anil 
and climate (o proper accuunl. With a 
view therefore of developing the capa- 
bilities of Ibis colony, il wuuld teem 
desirable in Introduce tuch immi- 
grants, as would, from iheir practical 
Itnourlcdgeoflhi-cultu re ofnew branches, 
be best titled tu accomplish so desirable 
an object. Without fear of being accused 
uf partiality, I may aay, that the Ger- 
main have generally bcten found to make 
guod cobnuts, on account of their itidue- 
irioti* and frugal habits, their intelligence 
and persevere net, in which assertion 1 am 
burne out by the nourishing cundiliun of 
the ttermau settlements of rrouth Austra- 
lia. This colony would iherefore un- 
questionably derive great benefit from the 
fu mixtion of one or two settlement* of 
German agricnlturista and vine dressers at 
Moreton nay, nr in other parts of the 
colony, or from the genetal dispersion of 
such throughout the culouy.aliouU such a 
plan appear to he preferable. They might, 
if successful, not only lead the way to 
nthrrs of their cuiititrymeu, who might 
with to follow them, but alio set an ex- 
ample of Ihe rulturr uf various new 
branches lo llrilish Immigrants, 

I am not aware that the diipnsiliun to 
emigrate ha* at all declined in the sdUlh 
of tsermaiiy, or auyithrre in that country, 
as the same causes by which ii was en- 
gendered — oppressive taxation, over popu- 
lation, and want of religious civil liberty — 
are, to the beat of my knowledge, still in 
existence. Kmigrarils have, hitherto, 
chiefly gone to the United State* ; but 
other parts nf the world— Poland at one 
time, the aouih of Kustia. si another, 
and Algiers at a later period— ai* I 
within the last forty year*, hare 
at 1 1 ailed great numbers of Rmigrsnti 
from my native country ; in the southern 
provinrrt of Ruuia, the Ktituea, Hesia- 
rabia, Grusinia, the Caucatut, and Atlra- 
chan, thrrt are upwards uf thirty parishes 
of Germans, many of whom are Wirtcut- 
berjjert. Uiery opportunity, indeed, 
which uffered, was eagerly, hut often to 
their bitter regret, embraced by many in- 
dividuals and fami lies of my countrymen ; 
no matter what country they Went lo, if 
they had bul the meana nf reaching il, or 
of putchaiing, or otherwise acquiring a 
small farm. Of the general eligility of thi) 
colony, and ils superior salubrity, my 
countrymen ate, I may say, entirely igno- 
rant, wiih the excepiion of the few who 
may liave received some information, 
riiuerfrom myself, or uiher German mil- 
sin [lines. The main hindrance, however, 
(o their emigration hither is, however, itt 
■it.'-nm- from Germany. The length of 
sea voyage, at in itself, it delers many, 
renders the exjienae* uf the emigrant* to 
great, as tn cause them to ditntiia every 
thought of emigrating to thi* country 
fro in their mind: for, on an average, 
tlrere will among ten emigrants, not one- 
half be fuund whu reach the place uf em- 
barkation with funds in their puasetxiun 
amounting to rifty pounds sterling,— a 
sum hardly adequate to defray the cuattof 
a passage tu New Smith Walet for a man 
and hit wife, and one or two children. 
His prntpects, on landing, would cunte- 
anerttly be only starvation in a tlraage 
tand, or teivilude ; a condition which, of 
course, it not hi* object or aim to attain 
tn, in leaving lit* country and kin- 
dred.
